“BLIND TIGERS” DEALT 
HEAVY BLOW BY ORDER 


Southern. Express Company 
Charged With Ten Viola- 
tions of Georgia Prohibition 
Law—Charges of Solicitor’s 
Office Are Denied by Ex- 

press Officials.

Illegal traffic in liquor in Atlanta 
was dealt a heavy blow late yester- 
day afternoon, when Judge Ben Hill 
temporarily restrained the Southern Ex- 
press company from distributing liquor 
from the Chapel and Mangum streets 
whisky depot, or from any other resi- 
dential spot, the order being asked in 
order to curb the activities of blind 
tigers. : 

If the injunction is made permanent, 
this depot must be closed and the com- 
pany will have to distribute shipments 
sent to Atlanta from any of its estab- 
lished warehouses in the downtown 
business zone.. The petition for injunc- 
tion is aimed at “tigers” and not at 
those who order liquor in accordance 
with the Georgia law. 

The company was accused of ten 
specific violations of the prohibition 
statutes. An amount of alleged con- 
traband liquor was seized and carried 
to the courthouse by detectives and 
deputy sheriffs working under the di- 
rection of the solicitor general’s of- 
fice. 

The action was taken by Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin, aided by As- 
sistant Solicitor E. A. Stephens. The 
express depot was branded a public 
nuisance, and it was under this charge 
that Judge Hill ordered it temporarily 
elosed. The case will be given a hear- 
ing in the criminal division superior 
court next Thursday morning. 

Charges Against Company. 

Notable among the ten charges of 
law violations are first, that the ex- 
press company has delivered liquor 
shipments in excess of the two quarts 
monthly allotment; that the express 
company Knowingly delivers’ ship- 
ments to persons using fictitious 
names; that consignments to women 
are delivered to men, and vice versa. 

Also, it is alleged, that deliveries 
were made to minors; that patrons 
were allowed to open packages on 
the express company premises in open 
violation of law; that whisky was 
daily sold in the express depot, at- 
taches of the place knowing of the 
sale; that whisky was delivered on 
Sunday and after the required closing 
hour of 6 o'clock p. m.; that patrons 
were seldom required to take the oath 
necessitated by. law. 

The petition presented to Judge Hill 
by Solicitor Boykin pleads for the per- 
manent abatement of the express com- 
pany’s depot on the ground it is a pub- 
lic nuisance, as prescribed by sectivn 
5. part 1, title 2 of the bill passed by 
the extraordinary session of legisla- 
ture when the rigid prohi statutes were 
enacted: . 

“The solicitor general is requir- 
ed to abate, on ground of public nui- 
sance, any place used for the un- 
lawful disposition of liquor.”

ATTITUDE OF SENATORS | 
RESENTED BY DELEGATION. 

Washington, February 10.—(Special.) 
Resentment against Senators Smith and 
Hardwick for their attitude on patron- 
age matters may lead a majority of 
Georgia’s congressmen to oppose the 
Hoke Smith judgeship bill, which, if} 
passed, would permit Judge William T. 
Newman to be placed on the superan- | 
nuated list that Reuben Arnold may be | 
named as federal judge in the north-' 
ern district. 

Members of the Georgia delegation, 
particularly those from counties in 
the northern judicial district, have re- 
ceived numerous telegrams since the 
news story and editorial in The Con- 
stitution of Wednesday, all urging them 
to oppose the measure because of its 
effect on Judge Newman. 

This pressure, together with a grow- 
ing desire on part of the Georgia 
members of the lower house ¢€o retaliate 
against the two senators, has created 
a situation which may end in the de- 
feat of this measure. 

Georgia congressmen have not been 
allowed to control even postmaster ap- 
pointments in their own district, and 
in at least three instances, in their own 
home towns. They have had no vaice 
in the distribution of other patronuge 
plums in either the northern or south- 
ern district or in executive depurrt- 
ments here. 

Friends of Judge Park ‘outside the 
delegation have announced to him that 
they will co-operate with him in the 
fight on Senator Smith’s bill. 

The senators have taken the posi- 
tion that they cannot consent to the 
naming of Judge Park and will not 
permit him to be confirmed. They 
say Judge Park’s supporters are, in the 
main, their political opponents; that 
they do not believe he is competent to 
fill the office, and that the presenta- 
tion of his name to the president was 
“in contemptuous disregard to them.” 

The leading aspirants are still John 
T. West, of Thomson, and Frank Park, 
of Sylvester. Senators Smith and 
Hardwick are standing firmly by West 
and decline to accept Park. In view 
of the bitterness that has crept into 
the contest, it is possible that the de-, 
partment of justice may go entirely 
outside of these two and ask the sena- 
tors to name an entirely new man.

day by P. A. S. Franklin, president of 
the International Mercantile Marine. 

This decision was reached after the 
failure.of efforts to provide their own 
defensive armament, Mr. Franklin said. 
“The only source of supply of guns in 
this country,” he added, “seems to be! 
the United States government, and our | 


this protection.” 

Unable to Get Guns and Gun Crews. 

“As far as the American line is con- 
cerned,” said Mr. Franklin, “we have 
done our best in every direction to se- 
cure the necessary guns and gun crews, 
but it does not seem possible that pri-; 
vate corporations will be able properly : 
to equip their ships with defensive 
armament. The American line steam- 
ers will not be able to sail at all unless 
the government decides either to pro- 
vide convoys or put on each of our 
steamers the guns and trained gunners: 
essential to the safety of the passengers 
and crew.” 

The supply of guns made by private 
manufacturers in this country, he point- 
ed out, has been exhausted by the de- 
mand from European countries at war. 
He said the St. Louis would sail if only 
one gun could be obtained for her, but 
it seemed impossible to get even this 
from the government or private sources. 

“French and British ships are sailing 
to and from this port,” he continued, 
“with indifference to any orders from 
Germany, because they are armed, but 


the American line has not even one 
gun to protect itself in case of an 


emergency. We should have the guns 
of six-inch caliber and crews to man 
them. There are too many lives and 
too much property at stake to send 
ships out without protection.” 

In the effort of the line to obtain 
armament, Mr. Franklin declared that 
every gun factory in the United States 
was canvassed without success. Even 
had it been possible to get the guns, he 
pointed out, it would take a long time 
to get proper crews and equipment for 
them. 

“This is the situation that now con- 
fronts the American line, which does 
not desire to jeopardize its ships or hu- 
man lives in defiance of possible ene- 
mies on the high seas,” Mr. Franklin 
continued. 

Two American Ships Sail. 

With the Stars and Stripes flying 
over her taffrail, the steamship Roch- 
ester, owned by the Kerr Steamship 
line, which cleared yesterday with a 
general cargo for Bordeaux, passed 
quarantine, outward bound shortly after 
2 p. m. today The Rochester is the 
second American ship to leave this port 
since the announcement by Germany 
on January 31 of her new submarine 
campaign. 

The Rochester was followed bv the 
American steamer Orleans, also bound 
for Bordeaux. Both had the national 
colors painted on their sides, together 
with the letters “U. S. A.” No vertical 
red and white stripes as presczibed in 
the German submarine note were in 
evidence. Neither was armed. 

The Orleans has an American cap- 
tain, Allan Tucker, and a crew of 
thirty-five, of whom thirty-twy are 
citizens of the United States. The 
Rochester has thirty-three officers and 
men, of whom two-thirds are Ameri- 
cans.

The largest in 
tonnage was the Mantola, which 
measured 6,826 tons and the smallest 
was the Havgard, of 1,100 tons. 

The total number of vessels destroy- 
ed in the period of U-boat operations 
‘from February 1 to 9%, inclusive, is 
‘said to be 89, of which 21 were neutral 
vessels. During that period, it is 
stated, more than 1,100 vessels arrived 
at or sailed unharmed from ports of 
the United Kingdom. 


LIVES ARE LOST 
BY SINKING OF SHIPS. 


London, February 10.—Lloyds an- 


nounces that the British steamer Lul- 
lington, 2,816 tons, has been sunk. Her 
crew was landed yesterday. 

The British steamer Mantola has been 
sunk, Lloyds announced today. 

All the passengers on the Mantola 
were saved. Seven Lascars, members 
of the crew, are missing. 

The Norwegian vessel, Solbakken, is 
believed to have been sunk, the agency 
states. Two of her crew were lost. 


Lloyds today also announced the pre- 
viously reported sinking of the Norwe- 
gian ship Storskog. 

The Mantola was a steamer of 6,826 
tons gross, built at Greenock in 1915, 
She was last reported at London on 
January 3, about to sail for Calcutta. 

The Solbakken was a steamer of 2,- 
610 tons gross. She sailed from Buenos 
Aires on January 3 for Cherbourg. She 
was built at Middlesborough in 1895. 

The Norwegian steamer Havgard, of 
1,100 tons, has been sunk. The Hav- 
gard, according to latest reports, ar- 
rived in Lisbon December 31 from Car- 
diff. 

JAPANESE PRINCE SUNK; 
22 AMERICANS ABOARD. 

London, February 10.—The sinking 
of the British steamer Japanese Prince, 
of 4,876 tons, and the torpedoing of 
the .,orwegian steamer Ellavore, of 
2,760 tons, was announced tonight by 
Lloyds.

the Prussian-American treaty of 1828. 
The German government made a sim- 
ilar request of former Ambassador Ger- 
ard, which he referred to the formal 
diplomatic channels.

No Word From Riano. 


No word has been received from the 
Spanish ambassador in Berlin since he 
took over American interests there 
after the break. A dispatch from Am- 
bassador Willard at Madrid received 
today said the Spanish foreign office 
up to yesterday had received no word 
from the ambassador as to whether he 
had actually taken over American in- 
‘'terests in Germany, though Ambassador 
Riano has formally notified the state 
department of Spain’s willingness to 
do ‘so. 

While no mention has been made in 
recent dispatches of the American con- 
suls in Germany and the American 
sailors brought in as prisoners on the 
Yarrowdale, it is assumed that all of 
them will accompany Mr. Gerard when 
he is finally permitted to leave Ger- 
many. The consuls will face a unique 
situation when they arrive in Switzer- 
land, as there will be thirty-three first- 
cla'ss officers and more’ subordinates 
whose positions have suddenly been de- 
stroyed. The present plan is to con- 
tinue all these men on the official pay 
rolls under a special emergency pro- 
vision, going to posts in other parts 
of the world, particularly South Amer- 
ica and others being recalled to Wash- 
ington on special duty. 

First American to Leave.

With 21,650 square feet of floor space 
applied for and only 19,000 square feet 
of display space available. This, in a 
nutshell, is the way in which the auto- 
mobile dealers and accessory men have 
responded to the idea of a Southeastern 
Automobile show. . 

When the applicants for space met in 


the showrooms of the Buick Motor 
company Friday evening to draw for 
position, it was found that there had 
been such an enthusiastic response that 
inch of available space had been 
applied for, and then some. Several 
thousand more feet have been provided 
this year than in any previous show: 
yet eyen this was not sufficient to meet 
the umprecedented demand. 

When the doors of the Southeastern 
Automobile show are opened to the 
public at noon on February 24 at the 
Auditorium-Armory, the most success- 
ful exhibition in the history of south- 
ern motordom will be under way. The 
response this year has exceeded any- 
thing that the most optimistic promo- 
ter dreamed of, and those who attend 
the show will be treated to an array 
of automobiles such as has never been 
witnessed before outside of the largest 
centers.

.This array of cars and their equip- 
ment and extras will fill the main 
floor of the auditorium and the stage, 
will seep under the rows of seats to 
the left, will fill the foyer and Taft 
hall. If there was another inch of 
floor space available in any other di- 
rection, it would be gobbled up, too, for 
there are enough people who want it 
to take care of another floor the size 
of the main auditorium. Another year 
will find the exhibitors clamoring for 
an annex to the auditorium. 

Robert H. Martin, chairman of the 
show committee; George D. McCutch- 
eon, president of the Atlanta Automo- 
bile association, which is staging the 
performance, and J. Wyckliffe Gold- 
smith, Jr., chairman of the committee 
on space allotment, are jubilant over 
the prospects. 

“With such an array of dealers as we 
have here,” said Mr. McCutcheon after 
the drawings, “the show can’t help be- 
ing a success. I have never dreamed of 
such a response. None of us did. It 
only goes to show just how prosperous 
the motor car situation in the south 
is at the present time. 

“We have been absolutely swamped 
with applications,” said Mr. Goldsmith, 
as he emerged from the bottom of a 
frantic heap of distributors all bent 
upon getting the best position in the 
house. “‘We expected to have a job on 
our hands, but such a deluge as this 
was not anticipated by the most en- 
thusiastic member of the committee. It 
only goes to prove that the business 
in the south is at flood tide right now, 
and every manufacturer who has some- 
thing in the motor line to sell is look- 
ing toward the south as his most fa- 
vorable field.” 

“Bob” Martin fairly beamed as he 
surveyed the wild rush for places. “It 
is quite evident that we did not go 
wrong when we set the show on foot,” 
he sald. “Some of us were a little 
skeptical of the result when the propo- 
sition was first broached, but we are 
all happy now. With the exhibitors 
falling over themselves like this, I feel 
quite sure that we are going to have 
plenty of spectators to witness the dis- 
plays. Atlanta may be put down right 
now for another real accomplishment. 
You don’t have to wait until February 
24 to see how this thing is coming 
out.”

Without exception the exhibitors—the 
men who have real money invested and 
at stake in the Southeastern Land 
show—are not only satisfied with the 
success of the enterprise to date, but 
many of them have expressed them- 
selves aS more than pleased with the 
results thus far.

Wilson’s Letter to Board. 

President Wilson’s letter directing 
the inquiry is as follows: 

“An adequate supply of food prod- 
ucts is a matter of concern to the na- 
tion at all times. It is of peculiar im- 
portance at present. Our domestic 
food supply is normally very large 
and has become increasingly varied. 
In some respects it has steadily ex- 


panded and has Kept pace with the in- 
creasing population. Unfortunately, 
this is not true, however, of a large 
number of important staple products, 
including certain cereals and partic- 
ularly meats. 

“While the population of the nation 
has increased 26,000,000 since 1900, the 
production of the two leading cereals, 
corn and wheat, while tending to in- 
crease, has shown only a slight ad- 
vance; and that of the meat products 
in the same period has shown an in- 
crease of only 3,500,000,000 pounds, a 
decrease of 29 pounds per capita. 

“Much can be done and is being 
done to change this situation through 
improved methods of production and 
through the control or eradication of 
plant and animal diseases. But, there 
are problems also of distribution; and, 
in some respects, the problems pre- 
sented in this field are the more diffi- 
cult. Only recently have official agen- 
cies been created to deal systematical- 
ly with this side of the difficulty. 
Much work has been done, and, con- 
sidering the limited nature of the 
powers under which it has been con- 
ducted, no little headway has been 
made, particularly in obtaining and 
diffusing useful information. 

‘Nevertheless, it is not yet clear in 
many directions just what the nature 
of the difficulty is, or what measures 
should be adopted to effect funda- 
mental improvements. Many necessary 
facts are not available, and it is ques- 
tionable whether any single agency 
of the government at present possess- 
es the requisite power and equipment 
to secure the information needed to 
enable both public and private instru- 
mentalities to render their fullest serv- 
ice to the people.

Opposite Views Held, How- 
ever, as to Whether Imme- 
diate Result Will Be Bull 
or Bear Market. 


New York. February 10.—(Special.)— 
With astonishingly few exceptions, the 
big men in Wall street whose names 
count for something in the financial 
world are agreed that it is only a «ues- 
tion of time until this country wil! be 
forced to take an active part in the 
great European war. As to what will 
happen, stockmarketwise, once that 
step is taken, there is a sharp differ- 
ence of opinion. On one side it is be- 
ing recalled that the very instant Pres- 
ident Wilson announced that diplomakic 
relations with Germany had been sev- 
ered, the stock market abruptly stop- 
ped declining and began to advance. 
From which it is being argued another 
bull market, especially in the war-or- 
der shares, is immediately ahead. That 
eonclusion not only based on this 
week’s higher prices for industrial 
shares, but on what happened in the 
stock market after the outbreak of the 
Spanish war. 

But against these theories it is being 
declared on the other side that the «ime 
has now arrived when holders of -:ail- 
way and industrial bonds and stocks 
have received all the benefits to be ob- 
tained from the war; that from now on 
war will be a bear, not a bull, argu- 
ment on individual companies and the 
country as a whole; thas after the first 
rise in stock. market prices, after the 
outbreak of war, which will be due 
largely to short covering, Wall] street 
thereafter, with eager eyes, will look 
for peace and tremble at signs of a 
long-drawn-out war. 

T'wo Conflicting Views. 

Which of these two conflicting view- 
points should be accepted? For both 
sides there is much to be said. As no 
one claims our country is prepared for 
War, such as is being conducted on the 
other side, ample preparedness certain- 
Iy would create much new business. 
Take the United States Steel corpora- 
tion as an example. According to the 
figures published today, on February 1! 
the company had on its books orders 
calling for enough business to keep 
all of its plants running at full capacity 
for three-fourths of this vear. Thus 
on the basis of earnings just published 
for the last quarter of 1916, net for 
1917, with no new business booked, 
would amount to 318 millions of dol- 
lars, compared with $333,625,000 the 
actual figures for 1916, $1230,351,000 for 
1915, and only $71,661,000 for 1914. If 
war with Germany is ahead of us net 
earnings for the last quarter of this 
year surely will not be below the $106,- 
000,000 just reported for October, No- 
vember and December of 1916 “That 
would make net for 1917 no less than 
424 millions, against 333 for 1913, 120 
for 1915 and 71 for 1914. 

After predicting what can be expect- 
ed of the earnings of steel companies 
in case of war, those who take a bull- 
ish view of the future of the stock 
market point out that what will hap- 
pen to the steel corporation will also 
happen to all munition manufacturers, 
including the producers of raw mate- 
rials such as copper, coal, ore, trans- 
portation and a thousand and one al- 
lied industries. 

If the existing high-record gross 
earnings of our industrial companies 
and railroads can be increased by war, 
say, 50 per cent, those bullishly inclin- 
ed argue, net profits applicable to divi- 
dends can be increased by the same 
ratio. If that is true war will justify 
higher stock market values. But what

The Other Side. 


If this country goes into the war in| 


earnest every industry in any way con- 
nected directly or indirectly with the 
manufacture of munitions will instantly 
begin to speed up its plants to three 
shifts for the twenty-four hours.

The reason 
for the strength was the fact that a 
very large amount of securities have 
been sold in this market for German 
account, some of it being for houses 
of German affiliation in the United 
States which have the securities here 
and some of it for Dutch or Swiss ac- 
count where such sales were an in- 
direct sale for Germans. There were 
‘also large withdrawals of funds for 
German account, which was accom- 
plished by using various neutrals of 
Europe as catspaws to draw 
many’s money out of this country.

Roads Prepare Embargo. 

The railroads are preparing for 4 
further embargo on freight shipped to 
the Atlantic seaboard for export, as 
the week's tie-up of shipping which 
ha's resulted from the failure of many 
steamers to sail as scheduled recently 
has caused an almost hopeless con- 
gestion at many points. There is now 
enough freight ready for export to fill 
many large ships to full capacity, with 
more arriving every day, but with few 
ships sailing.

The copper metal market has been 
getting itself in shape to book a large 
volume of new orders, and while it 
might have been thought that there 
would be very little available for sale, 
it is believed that new production will 
be started at once, and that many new 
smelters will be put up in a ‘short time. 
There are various home and foreign or- 
ders which could be put aside in the 
event of sudden demand for metal for 
the government. The outlook at the 
present time is for higher prices for 
copper soon, 

Wheat was weak, as a whole, though 
showing some good recoveries during 
the past week, principally because of 
the prospects for increasing difficul- 
ties in getting experts through the 
German blockade, although thére was 
some good buying and fair recoveries. 
Plenty of people believe that ways and 
means will be devised of keeping com- 
munication with Europe open for food 
and supply ships, and therefore look 
for higher prices for wheat before the 
new crop matures. 

The cotton market recovered some 
of its tremendous losses which follow- 
ed the first news of German develop- 
ments, but the general tendency was 
easy. The fear of loss in exports was 
the main factor in this market, also, 
but it is well within reason to expect 
government buying for use in 
materials and in explosives

Prepared for the Market 
Along Proper Lines. 


With the aid of a quantity of ice 
cream salt—the cheapest on the market 
—a few hogsheads or wooden vats and 
a little effort, Georgia farmers can find 
in Atlanta a ready market for what 
may develop into one of the leading 
crops of this state—cucumbers. For 
some time past it has been a matter of 
conjecture on the part of some farmers 
as to why they have been unable to 
find a market for cucumbers which 
are Srown on their places, especially 
when Atlanta has one of the largest 
pickling concerns in the country. All 
efforts on the part of the farmers who 
live farther than 25 miles from the 
city to sell their cucumbers here have 
met with the response “we can’t use 
them,” and at the same time hundreds 
of barrels of cucumbers have been or- 
dered, received and pickled from Mich- 
igan, Alabama and Mississippl. 

Following a special article which ap- 
peared in the columns of The Constitu- 
tion, one farmer, after attempting to 
market his crop here, has written ask- 
ing for a reason why the Georgia cu- 
cumber is not the equal of any in the 
world, and why Atlanta, though the 
home of a pickling company, is not a 
market for one of Georgia’s own prod- 
ucts. 

Investigation on the part of The 
Constitution reveals the fact that with 
a little additional expense and work 
Georgia farmers can sell in this mar- 
ket cucumbers for pickling purposes 
in just as large amounts as they see 
fit to grow. Further investigation 
shows that, when worked along the 
right line, this crop can easily be made 
to be one of the most remunerative of 
the many of this great state. Further, 
the reason that the Georgia farmer 
could not sell his cucumbers here, 
while at the same time many barrels 
were imported from other states for 
pickling purposes, was found to be 
simply because of the fact that in the 
entire state of Georgia there is not now 
one salting station in operation. 

Cucumbers Mast Be Treated. 

“Cucumbers have to be especially 
treated before they can be shipped 
for pickling purposes,” says President 
L. Jacob Dawson, of Dawson Brothers 
company, the largest pickling plant in 
the south. “When the crop is picked 
and piled in a field—or left over 16 
to 20 hours, the cucumbers become 
heated—and after this occurs the brine 
in which they are placed takes the skin 
off just as cleanly as if the cucumber

Striking evidence of the good re-

Swings Seldom Used. 

About swings: Most of the great 
boxers abhor swings, yet everyone of 
them will admit he has some particular 
swing of his own ideas that he counts 
on at times. The full arm swing is a 
thing of the past and is seldom used 
by the more scientific boxers. The 
best of the swings, the safest to use 
and which will bring the better results, 
is the one which is started from a posi- 
tion above the hip, having the arm 
slightly bent at the time the blow is 
delivered. It is a sort of hook and may 
be delivered with either hand. Greater 
success is achieved using these half- 
arm swings when in close or in an ex- 


change of blows.

Incubators Better Than Hens. 


No matter what make of incubator 
you are using,. nor how high the price, 
success will depend upon the follow- 
ing four factors: kind of eggs, tem- 
perature, ventilators and moisture. 

The most perfect incubator cannot 
hatch geod chicks from eggs of low 


fertility and with weak germs. Give}; 


more attention to getting the chickens 
into the eggs and half your difficulty 
in getting the chickens out will be 
eliminated. Always set fresh eggs— 
two weeks is as long as eggs should 
ever be held for hatching. On cold 
days gather the eggs two or three 
times to avoid chilling. Chilled eggs 
will seldom hatch and if so the chicks 
are weak. Sort all eggs, rejecting 
imperfect shapes and abnormally 
large or small ones, 

Eggs may hatch after two or even 
three weeks old, but every day will 
reduce the vitality. By Keeping eggs 
in a temperature of about 50 degrees 
and turning every other day, deterio- 
ration may be reduced to a minimum. 

There is no longer any question but 
that the modern method of artificial 
incubation has many advantages over 
the natural way. We can hatch our 
chicks when we are ready and not 
lose Valuable time waiting for broody 
hens. We do not hatch a nestful of 
lice and mites to prey on the little 
fellows as soon as they are out. 

In operating an incubator the man- 
ufacturer’s directions should be fol- 
lowed to the letter. Different ma- 
‘chines are constructed after different 
plants, therefore no fixed rules can be 
laid down or handling ali kinds. 

Practically all reliable makes of in- 
cubators are adjusted to accurately 
control the temperature and the one 
that does this best will give most uni- 
form results. 

To be well ventilated, the machine 
-qmust be operated in a room with good

BREEDING YOUNG STALLION. 


J. A. CC. Eden, Ala. has a young stal- 
lion which he bred several times as a 
2-year-old, but has been told that he 
should not use him thus as a 3-year- 
old. We cannot see the reason why if 
a colt is mature enough to breed at 2, 
he would be injured by breeding in the 
following year. We should use him on 
at least double the number mares 
as last year and make him earn his 
keep. We would try to prevent injurv 
by giving him good nutritious feed and 
proper exercise and would take special 
care that he was bred only at intervals 
of a few days—danger lies only in 


‘overworking him at too short intervals, 


SWELLING ON NAVAL IN MULE. 

A subscriber whose letter we have 
misplaced asks in regard to a swelling 
on the naval of one of his mules, but 
gives no information in regard to this. 
It might be a rupture, or it might be a 
tumorous growth as a result of a 
wound of some sort. If it is a rupture, 
it can probably be cured, but it will 
be necessary to have a veterinarian to 
attend to it. If not a rupture, it 
should be lanced and given proper an- 
tiseptic treatment with a 2 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid. 


TT. Cc. W.. Newell, Ala., wants meth- 
ods of destroying moles. This may be 
done by three following methods. ff 
they are troublesome near the home it 
may be possible to watch closely at 
night and when they are discovered at 
work to quickly push a spade down 
and prevent their retreat and to throw 
them up on the surface and kill them. 
Then there are good mole traps now 
on the market at reasonable prices. 
These are set in-their runs to catch 
them as they pass along. And thay 
may be destroyed by fumigating the 
runs with carbon-bisulphide. Drive a 
bar down over the run unti# reaching 
the proper depth, pour in a tablespoon- 
ful of the sulphide and stop the open- 
ing, doing this at intervals for 20 to 30 
feet. Keep lighted cigars or any form 
of fire away from this material, as it 
is very inflammable.

Building Improvement. 
Figures compiled by the American 
Contractor of New York show that an 
11 per cent increase in the total esti- 
mated cost of buildings, permits for 
which were issued in January in 105 
principal cities of the country, was reg- 
istered. 

_ “This,” The Contractor report says, 
must be regarded as an altogether fa- 
vorable index to business in construc- 
tion work the comparison being made 
with January last year. The number 
of permits is 14,227 which compares 
with 13,379 for January, 1916, an increase 
of 6 per cent. Assuming the average 
size of the structures to be the same 
as last year the gain in volume is thus 
seen to be made up in part in the in- 
creased number of buildings and in part 
in the increased cost of building, as 
compared with a year ago. No doubt 
both factors exist in the statement. 

There have been some additional ad- 
vances in the prices of building mate- 
rial during January and the relatively 
high costs have no doubt induced some 
prospective builders to delay actual 
work temporarily. The present volume 
of construction work seems to repreé- 
sent in large measure that for which 
there is urgent need. And that work 
of that description exceeds by a very 
substantial margin the entire opera- 
tions of a year ago, bespeaks an ex- 
panding volume of general business. 

“The actual official figures for these 
permits, issued in 105 cities in January, 
as received by The. Contractor, total 
$55,910,349, as compared with %$59,490,- 
041 for January, 1916. There is the 
usual diversity in the individual show- 
ings, 61 of the cities showing giins and 
44 losses in the comparison. Both New 
York and Chicago enter the new year 
at a slackened pace, but many of the 
other larger cities are breaking the 
earlier record.”’

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GEORGI LIQUOR FLOOD 
DESORBED BY FELDER 
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Atlanta Attorney Urges Pass- 
age of Anti-Liquor Adver- 
tising Measure. 
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By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 10.—(Special.) 
If the United States actually gets into 
a war with Germany, the question of 
national prohibition will be settled in- 
stanter, said Thomas B. Felder, of 
Atlanta, today in addressing the house 
committee on postoffices and post roadg 
on prohibition bills. It will be adoptea 
as a measure of national defense, he 
predicted, just as vodka was outlawed 
in Russia by imperial ukase. 

Mr. Felder is confident that this con- 
gress will not adjourn without passing 
the Bankhead liquor advertising law 
and the Sheppard prohibition law for 
the District of Columbia. 

“The Bankhead bill is the most im- 

ortant piece of legislation pending 
n congress so far as the people of 
Georgia are ooncerned,” he told the 
committee. “Under our state law or 
1915 permitting two quarts of liquor or 
a case of beer to be imported each 
month by a citizen, the liquor dealers 
pecame active, prompted by a desire to 
increase their business, debauch the 
state and make the law appear ridicu- 
lous by raising the old cry that prohi- 
bition does not prohibit. Express of- 
fices were opened up throughout the 
rural district where John Jones and 
Richard Doe could go and deposit a 
dollar and get a quart. The liquor 
agents get three cents on each package 
and the: fourth-class postmaster in- 
creased his money order sales. The 
country districts were flooded with 
liquor, The effect was worse than the 
ravages of the boll weevil.” 

Replying to the charge that the great 
metropolitan journals opposed _ the 
Bankhead bill as a threatened blow at 
the liberty of the press, he said thar 
one great metropolitan newspapers, 
The Atlanta Constitution, did not go re- 
gard it, but heartily indorsed the 
measure, as did the smaller newspapers 
of his section of the country; that there 
was practically no division of gentiment 
among the papers of Georgia on the 
question. 

“Sentiment has crvstallized in favor 
of this bill and in favor of effective 
prohibition legislation for the state and 
nation,” he said in conclusion.

The importance of the emervency 
blow-out patch as a part of the motor- 
ing equipment is understod by all ex- 
perienced motorists. When the mctor- 
ist discovers a clean-cut fabric break, 
stone bruise or a small cut entirely 
through tread and fabric, he simply 
applies the patch, inserts and inflates 
the tube and continues his trip. 

“But it must also be understood by 
the tourist,” says Mr. Cowee, manager 
of the local branch of the Fisk Rubber 
Co., “that this patch is for emergency, 
not for permanent repairs. At the end 
of a trip, during which an accident has 
occurred necessitating the use of the 
emergency patch, the tourist should see 
that the patch is taken out and the 
casing repaired properly at any vul- 
canizing shop. In this way the 2mer- 
gency patch will have served its pur- 
pose and the mileage giving qualities 
of the casing is not impaired. 

On the other hand, as the tire causes 
him no further trouble, the motorist 
is likely to forget the patch he applied 
for emergency purposes. The result of 
this neglect would be that by the nat- 
ural flexing and bending of the tire 
the patch is forced into the cut or 
break, wedging the fabric apart until 
it becomes too weak to resist the in- 
side air pressure, and a blow-out oc- 
curs, ripping the fabric apart to such 
an extent that it is beyond repair. With 
careful treatment the emergency fab- 
ric patch has saved the life of many a 
casing, but it has also brought more 
than one casing to death by thou;sht- 
less neglect.”

He says what he has to say with 
an absolute sureness of touch that is evidence 
of a master hand. It is this, combined with 
the lovely quality of the invention through- 
out, that entitles this work to be qualified 
as great. A reat work it ‘surely - is, 
a work that will live, that will soon become 
familiar to concert audiences everywhere. 
“As to the orchestration, that which im- 
pressed me most strongly in this was the 
extreme suitability of the orchestral arrange- 
ment to the musical idéa, There never is a 
place where the orchestration seems to stand 
out beyond the musical concept, as it does so 
often in the ultra-modern school of orchestra 
writing. Cadman, in this, shows wonderful 
restraint. The orchestration is very varied, 
yet simple where simplicity is called for For 
a composer in these modern days to write a 
passage extending over a number of bars, 
for the strings alone, yet to so handle them 
that one wonders how the effect is produced, 
is a mark of real genius. Every entrance 
ig made to count, even that of the strings, 
by which he gains some effects of astonish- 
ing contrast of color. Very original is the 
opening of the work with the harp and the 
English horn. He uses the muted trumpets 
sparingly, but with startling effect. The 
same must be said for the instruments of 
pereussion, which it must have been a great 
temptation to use to make this Indian music 
sound more Indian, or, rather, more,like the 
Indian stuff we heart around the cafes.” 


SELF-

It is surely a heartening thing, 
when one’s opinion of a singer's art 
proves unpopular, to have that opinion 
bolstered up a few weeks later by no 
less an authority than that most diffi- 
cult of critics, a past master of music 
and clear judgment of it, Pilip Hale, 
in The Boston Herald. 

The Constitution on the morning 
after John McCormack’s recital in At- 
lanta in December, gave the palm of 
praise, not to the simple ballads, which 
have made the singer rich, but to his 
classics, remarking on the quality of 
his tone, the purity of his diction, the 
clearness of his enunciation, and the 
art in his interpretation of those things 
which required his best effort; notably 
his singing of Brahm’s “May Night,” 
and a Handel aria, and declared that 
“musicians always feel a little out of 
humor with McCormack, that with the 


delightful instrument at his command, 
he yet yields to the pressure which is 
strongest—namely, the box office re- 
ceipts.”’

PROSPECT OF HOSIERY 
GROWING MORE SCARCE 


Large Orders by Government 
Would Make Things Ex- 
ceedingly Difficult. 


The hosiery market was very quiet 
in New York the past week so far as 
concerned business ahead. Orders were 
coming in daily by mail, but buyers in 
the market were nothing if not infre- 
quent, 

Goods on order seemed to be wanted 
as badly as heretofore, and the dailv 
mail, in addition to some advance busi- 
ness, consists of inquiries as to “when 
shipments of all our goods on order, 
now Overdue, may be expected””’ Sume 
of the mail asks for lines of samples, 
and other communications place orders 
with some of the houses. up through 
April and May to June 1. 

Much talk is heard of possible £OV- 
ernment orders that may be coming, 
and agents assert that whatever action 
may be contemplated is being kept 
very. quiet. 

One of the largest mills has with- 
drawn two of its leading numbers from 
Sale, having sold up as far ag the mill 
is willing to go—to the end of July in 
this case—and withdrawal of addi- 
tional numbers is expected momerta- 
rily. The agent says he will sell no 
further ahead than the date above men- 
tioned, determined upon when the 
goods were priced, as there is no need 
of it. In the event of an advanc>? in 
the market, which he seems to expect 
rather than a decline under the condi- 
tions, he will have played safe. 

On the other hand, some agents are 
wondering whether certain mills which 
have not opened cotton hosiery for fall 
as yet will become nervous when 
things get quieted down and burying is 
again in order and offer merchandise 
at a concession so as to obtain busi- 
ness. While none of the agents can 
see any reason why such a thing 
should come to pass, still it is giving 
them some thought. 

On the face of things, one agent ar- 
gues, there is little chance of anvthing 
of the kind happening under present 
conditions, with hosiery so scarce for 
this season and s0 well sold up as far 
as mills care to go for fall, and also 
with the prospect of the government 
becoming a .preferred purchaser to the 
more or less demoralization of ship- 
ments to private buyers. 

It is argued that if the government 
is drawn into war it will be obliged 
to order underwear and hosiery on 


a huge scale, and that its orders would 


take precedence rightly over contracts 


the entire time. 

lf vou have neighbor grocers who are 
not members call on them, call up the 
,office of the association, we will no- 
‘tify the committee on that route. Co- 
operate in every way you can with the 
membership committee. 

After this campaign is over let’s haye 
another grand rally, the members and 
their wives, a supper and a good time.

Million Spindles Reported to 
Be in Operation in That 
Country. 


In an article dealing with condi- 
tions in the cotton trade the “Far East- 
ern Review” says: 

“The day is far distant, if it ever 
dawns, when China is likely to provide 
sufficient manufactured cotton goods 
to meet her own demand. When it 
is considered that the population is 
somewhere between 350,000,000 and 
400,000,900, that cotton material is used 
ior the national dress, that it has 
hitherto been found impossible to man- 
ufacture the finer counts in China, 
and that imported goods, owing to the 
eccentricities of Chinese methods of 
taxation, enjoy immunity from certain 
charges levied on the native article, 
it will be realized that no immediate 
anxiety need be feit by those inter- 
ested in the importation of cotton 
goods. At the same time it is well 
to bear in mind that China has made

ter inche’s to seven-eighth inches. For 
mechanical looms it has been found 
generally advisable to use about 25 
per cent of American cotton, but in 
many instances only the local product 
is utilized. In the present stage of de- 
velopment of the industry the amount 
or cotton grown in China is ample for 
requirements, and cultivation can be 
extended almost indefinitely as the 
demand increases. The cost of the raw 
eotton, of course, fluctuates, but the 


‘cheaper qualities are usually available 


at from about 2 to 3 cents per pound. 
“Apart from the cost of the cotton 
itself the price of labor gives the man- 
ufacturer in China a tremendous han- 
dicap. The following table of approxi- 
mate cost of production will be found 


'of interest:

“Costs other than labor 
tremely low. Most of the mills in 
Shanghai are supplied with power bv 
the municipal electrical plant at a very 
low rate. The vagaries of exchange, 
which are a factor of consequence in 
regard to imported goods, in no way 
disconcert those engaged in local man- 
ufacture.”

A few evenings ago at a social gathering 
there was being discussed the times when 
celebrated actors appeared in Atlanta. There 
have been some'‘very noted occasions of this 
kind, but one that stands out alone as re- 
markable and exceptional was when Fred- 
erick Warde played ‘Galba, the Gladiator,” 
at DeGive’s opera house, now the Bijou, in 
188%. 

Playing with Mr. Warde was Eugenia 
Blair. The house was crowded. In the scene 
when the gladiator recognizes in the captive 
whom he has been called upon to slay his 
own daughter whom he had lost. Mr. Warde 
became excited, forgot almost what he was 
doing, and in the few minutes actually be- 
lieved the whole thing was real. He cursed 
the guard of supes, knocked one into the 
orchestra and had to be caught by stage 
hands and held until his frenzy was over. 
Men shouted in the audience, standing in the 
chairs. Three women fainted and had to be 
carried out. Miss Blair showed marks on her 
arms the next day where Mr. Warde had 
clutched her with his hands. 

That was, in my opinion, the most 
markable occasion ever witnessed on 
stage in Atlanta. 
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NEW REPORTERS WILL GET WRONG 
HOW ATLANTA GOT ITS NAME 

Every time a new reporter hits Atlanta he 
gets off that old and absolutely erroneous 
story about Atlanta being named after Mrs. 
Martha Atalanta Lumpkin Crompton. One 
reporter got it off in an afternoon newspa- 
per last week. 

Marthasville, Atlanta’s second name, the 
first being Terminus, was named for Mrs. 
Compton. 

Atlanta wasn’t named for Mrs. Compton or 
any other person. That was settled beyond 
any doubt several years ago when the late 
Richard Peters made public the following 
statement: 

“In 1845 J. Edgar Thompson 
engineer of the Georgia railroad. I was su- 
perintendent and resident engineer. I was 
not satisfied with the name of Marthasville 
and 1 wrote to Mr. Thompson and asked him 
to suggest a better name. His reply was as 
follows: “Eureka—Atlanta, the terminus of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. Atlantic 
is masculine; Atlanta is feminine—a coined 
word, and if you think it is suitable, adopt 
ag l was delighted with the suggestion 
and in a few days issued circulars for the 
adoption of the new name. When the city 
was incorporated it was named Atlanta.” 

That was how Atlanta was named. Will 
the new reporters please remember it?

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HEAVY IMMIGRATION IN 1887, 
WHEN AN ELECTION TOOK PLACE 

Atlanta’s biggest immigration year was 
1887. During that year the population sud- 
denly increased over a thousand inhabitants. 
The immigrants were all negroes and they 
only lived here a very short time. Thereby 
hangs a very interesting political story of 
the past. 

In 1885 Atlanta, in a local option election, 
went dry. Two years later, in 1887, the 
“wets” called another election. Prohis and 
antis lined up and then each side tried to get 
the colored constituency. Such persuasiv> 
methods as religion and money were freely 
used. The negroes leaned toward.the “wets.” 
But the election was very close and some 
of the anti leaders caused large crowds of ne- 
groes to immigrate to Fulton county from 
adjoining counties. These immigrants had 
to be “looked after,’ and they—about a thou- 
aand in number—were corralled in an old 
warehouse and kept there until the day of 
the election. They were supplied with food 
and liquor. They voted as required and then 
the exodus began. That was probably At- 
lanta’s heaviest “floating” population. 
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WHITE MARBLE ELEPHANT THAT 
STOOD IN FRONT OF A SALOON 

There stands today in a backyard on 
Luckie street a white marble elephant. Years 
ago the glephant stood in front of a saloon 
at 27 East Alabama street. It was moved to 
its present habitation when state-wide prohi- 
bition went into effect and the saloons in 
the city.were closed. 

The white elephant for many years was a 
landmark and guidepost to strangers in the 
citv. When two visitors separated and desig- 
nated a place to meet again, you would hear 
it said: 

“I will meet you at the White Elephant.” 

And this was often the case when there 
were no liquid refreshments in contempla- 
tion 


Of course, the saloon was called the 


‘house and the jury in effigy. 


“White Blephant” and the marble animal was 
a sign. 

The marble elephant would really make 
a nice ornament for one of the city parks, 
and would be a souvenir of the old days. 


A man was once kept alive in Atlanta 
on dynamite. His only food was dynamite 
and he lived for weeks on that diet. 

_ Some mer bo | years ago the only city hos- 
pital of which Atlanta could boast was an 
old frame building that stood on Waverly 

ay, now closed by the railroads, that led 
from Central avenue to Washington street, 
between Alabama and Hunter atreets. In 
that hospital a white man was dying of can- 
cer of the stomach. He was looked after by 
City Physician van Goidtsnoven. The doc- 
tor, upon ascertaining that his patient could 
take no food, fed him with nitroglycerine, 
which is the same as dynamite, by placing it 
on the tip of he man’s tongue. The patient 
would almost lapse into a coma, but would 
come back to life again whenever he took a 
dose of dynamite. is went on for two or 
three weeks, the man actually living that 
length of time on nothing but dynamite. Of 
course, he finally died. ‘ 


OLD HORSE CARS WERE CONVERTED 
INTO PLAY HOUSES FOR CHILDREN 


l was called over the ’phone a few days 
ago and asked by an elderly lady: 

“Whatever became of all of the old horse 
cars when they went ott of commission and 
the trolley cars took their place in Atlanta?” 

I don’t know what became of all of them, 
but many can now be found in back yards 
where they have for several years been used 
as pay houses by children. 

Then the street car company discarded 
the horse cars, it advertised them for sale 
and suggested that they would make nice 
play houses for children. So several of them 
were bought by citizens and placed in their 
back yards. 

The old horse cars were quite small as 
compared with the modern trolley cars, seat- 
ing about a dozen people. 


One of the most exciting and sensational 
scenes ever witnessed in Atlanta was when a 
crowd of indignant citizens burned the old 
courthouse in effigy. At the same time yr 
jury was burned in effigy in front of the 
courthouse. 

About twenty-eight or. thirty years ago a 
real estate man named Edleman, shot and 
killed a railroad man named Gresham. Two 
witnesses testified that Gresham drew a knife 
on Edleman, and these witnesses werevrafter- 
ward convicted of perjury. yg Bots 6 the jury 
freed Edleman, and then the trouble began. 
Ten thousand people gathered around the 
courthouse at night and burned the court- 
It was done 
very quietly and there was so little disorde- 
that the police made no arrests. 

After he was freed, Edleman left the city 
in a buggy and went to McDonough, where he 
took ‘a train for parts unknown. 


WHERE REPORTERS GOT THE NEWS 
IN ATLANTA THIRTY YEARS AGO 


In the old days, say over thirty years ago, 
the local newspaper reporters had _ three 
places where they repaired daily to get the 
news. These news depots were: 

The reai estate office of George. W. Adair, 
in the Kimball house block on Wall street. 

The wholesale dry goods store of J. F. & 
M. C. Kiser, at the northeast corner of Wall 
and Pryor streets. 

The wholesale grocery store of P. & G. 
T. Dodd, on the northwest corner of Alabama 
and Pryor streets. 

In these three places the local politicians 
gathered, the business men congregated and 
all the news of the day was rehearsed. 

Much longer ago than thirty years the 
réndezvous of politicians was in a drug store 
store where the Connally building now 
stands. Dr. Amos Fox was a partner in the 
drug business and he is still living, an hon\ 
ored and much esteemed pioneer.:- 


A TRIBUTE TO DR. R. J. MASSEY, 
A PIONEER WRITER OF ATLANTA 


l am writing this story as a tribute to 
the memory of an Atlanta pioneer who, up 
to the time of his death, was himself a 
writer of pioneer days. It is a tribute br a 
writer of Atlanta history to a write of Ar- 
lanta history. 

The man of whom I write is Dr. Robert J. 
Massey, who died a few years ago. Dr. Mas- 
sey was born in Morgan county, Georgia, on 
October 16, 1828. He came to Atlanta in 
1858 to practice his profession as a physician.

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Description of Avlona, 
The Great Albanian Seaport, 
End of Balkan Battle Line 


When Italian troops marching eastward 
eame in contact with French troops west- 
ward bound, in the vicinity of the Albanian 
seaport of Aviona the entente allies’ Balkan 
hattleline reached a length of more than 
2°00 miles, from Seres, near the Aegean sea- 
shore, to the Gulf of Aviona, an inlet of the 
Adriatic. Concerning Aviona the National 
Geographic society Issues the following wart 


geography bulletin: 

“as the nearest city to the southern ex- 
tremity of Italy, (being separated from the 
thriving port of Brindisi by the Straits of 
Ctranto) and possessing the best harbor fm 
the newly formed principality of Albania, 
Avlona seems destined in a few years to 
become a much larger and more important 
eitv than at present. Today it has a little 
more than 6,000 inhabitants—Christians, 
sews and Turks—and although there 1s a fer- 
tile hinterland which produces maize, cattle, 
olive oil and Pa scyenty the lines of communli- 
‘atior e primitive. 
spe ae oe severest blows to the commer- 
cial advancement of Aviona and other 4a 
banian towns of the coastal region was yee 
completion of the Balkan railway with its 
terminus at Saloniki. 

Road Taps Important Territory. 

This road taps the territory beyond the 
mountains in rear of Avlona, and until the 
proposed line from Yanina to the railroad 
at Kalakaba joins the Greek railway sys- 
tems with extensions to Aviona, Previsa, 
and Monastir, the seaport will suffer to the 
profit of its Greek rival on the’ Aegean. 
The region which such a _ series of lines 
would open to development.is rich in timber 
and supposedly has a wealth of mineral re- 


sources as well. ¢ 
“The town of Aviona, also called Vaiona, | 


is situated at the head of the gulf of the 
same name, on a height about a mile and 
a half from the shore. It is a picturesque 
place, the green of its charming gardens 
being pierced here and there with slender 
white minarets, while its most imposing 
building is the palace, the abode of Ismail 
Kemal Bey, who played an important role 
in the political affairs of Albania when the 
major powers of Europe were trying to de- 
cide upon the boundaries of the new nation 
earved from territory coveted by Monte- 
negro, Serbia and Greece. 

“Aviona is a regular port of call for 
steamers from Brindisi, Fiume, and Trieste 
in times of peace, The entrance to the gulf 
which is ten miles long and five miles wide. 
lies between the Cape of Linguetta on the 
southwest and the island of Saseno to the 
northeast. The cape separates the gulf 
waters from the Straits of Otranta.

Decision Strips Liquor Traffic 
Of Its Last Defense Against 
The Will of the State 


(From The (N. Y.) Independent.) 
In affirming the constitutionality of the 
Webb-nenyon law the United States su- 
preme court has put into the hands of the 
prohibition forces a powerful “weapon. To 
speak more exactly, the court has stripped 
from the liquor traffic its last defense against 
the will of the state.. The Webb law is noi 
a prohibition law. It prohibits nothing; it 
establishes no penalty for its violation. It 
merely declares unlawful the transportation 
of liquor in interstate commerce in vio- 
lation of the laws of any state. 
But that “merely” is much. The best de- 
fense of the liquor interests from the legal 
attack of state governments has been the plea 
of “interstate commerce.” That broad de- 
fense was used with telling effect to nullify 
the power of the state’s laws. 
It can be used no more. Congress has 
said it; the supreme court has confirmed it. 
Each state shall have precisely the measure 
of prohibition that it wants. No other state, 
of laxer moral fiber, shall be used as a stra- 
tegic base for assaults upon the integrity 
of its laws. 
The supreme court at the same time up- 
held the constitutionality of the West Vir- 
ginia law prohibiting the importation of 
liquor for personal. use. Backed by the 
Webb law—and supported by a sincere pub- 
lic purpose—such a law should establish pro- 
hibition that prohibits. 
This dual action of the supreme court 
sweeps from the path of prohibition the last 
legal obstacle. Nothing remains to check its 
onward sweep but the residuum of unen- 
lightened public opinion; and the public is 
rapidly achieving enlightenment. 
Twenty-three states now have prohibi- 
tion laws. Three more have elected state 
administrations pledged to prohibition legis- 
lation. Six more are ripe for the adoption 
of the reform. 
Meanwhile, the resolution providing for a 
prohibiticn amendment to the federal con- 
etitution has been favorably reported in both 
houses of congress. With more than halr 
the states of the union committed to the prin- 
ciple, even the miracle of national prohibi- 
tion seems just beyond the horizon. The 
world does move. , 


National Park Paintings 
Displayed at National Museum 
Until After Inauguration 


If you expect to go to Washington for in- 
auguration, don’t fail to visit the United 
States national museum, where among all 
manner of interesting and instructive exhib- 
its, a special collection of national park paint- 
ings awaits your attention. Arrangements 
have been made between the national mu- 
seum and the interior department for the con- 
tinued display in the national gallery of art 
of most of these works until after March 4th. 

These paintings are by well-known artists 
and were installed in the national museum 
on the occasion of the recent national parks 
conference. Although one could scarcely vis- 
it aH the parks in a year, extremely real- 
istic views of eight of these parks can be 
obtained in a half hour by a visit to the new 
buildings of the national museum. | 

In remarks before the national parks con- 
ference on the “Painter and the Nationa! 
Parks,’ Mr. W. H. Holmes, curator of the 
national gallery of art, called special atten- 
tion to the works of the older painters, 
Moran, Bierstadt, and Hill, who, with Church, 
he believes are the greatest exponents of 
American landscape art. He remarked that 
the genius of these men had risen to heroic 
heights enabling them to grasp and present 
on canvas the greatest subyects which the 
continent affords. Following close upon the 
footsteps of these masters are Leigh, Lau- 
rence, Parshall, Butler, Rungius, Ufer, Luci- 
en Powell, Arthur J. Powell, Potthast, Dain- 
gerfield, Peyraud, Babcock, Dunton and oth- 
ers, whose works shown in this collection 
are worthy of admiring attention of the 
publie. 


Morgan’s Celebrated Painting. 

Of first importance in the collection is 
Morgan's “Grand Canyon of the Yellowstone 
National Park.” In speaking of this paint- 
ing Mr. Holmes called it a great master- 
piece—“a work which ifisures Morgan’s place 
as the first painter of our national scener\ 
if not indeed the greatest landscape painter 
that the world has produced. [I have climb- 
ed the sculptured walls and slid down the 
sulfurous slides of the real canyon and stud. 
ied the subject from all points of view and 
under all atmospheric effects,” said Mr.

Holmes, “and find this work a wonderful in- 
terpretation of its beauty and grandeur while 
it presents with utmost faithfulness the in- 
finity of detail which chdracterizes the orig- 
inal—details which have escaped the brush 
of all others who have ventured to attempt 
the subject. 

“Forty-five years ago, when I came to the 
Smithsonian institution, Thomas Moran was 
exhibiting his large painting of the Yellow- 
stone canyon which now hangs in the capi- 
tol and today he is at El Tovar on the south 
rim of the Grand canyon of the Colorado stil! 
at work, true to his early love and adding to 
his marvelous record. He is the master par 
excellence of the canyons, the plateaus, and 
the mountains,” 

Concerning Bierstadt’s “Mount Whitney,” 
which dcpicts a scene inthe “Sequoia Naticn- 
al Park,” Mr. Holmes said: It is a superb 
work, true to the type of the Sierra Nevadas 
and a strongly poetic interpretation of one 
of the greatest phases of our crystalline 
mountain ranges.” 


Parshall’s Masterly Interpretation. 


“The awakening of the Grand Canyon,” 
by Parshall, is, according to.Mr. Holmes, who 
tudied this par- 
ticular monument in great detail, “a mas- 
terly interpretation of a phase of this marvel 
of marvels which few have sought to repre- 
sent, The sun strikes the rim of the far- 
away cliffs while the canyon itself is filled 
with mist and shadow so that the observer 
must search for the gorge and the river as he 
must search on the spot for the real gorge 
and river before the morning sun has pene- 
trated the depths.” 

Among the artists who have successfully 
presented the great subjects of the far west 
is T. Hill whose “Yosemite Valley,” shown 
in the collection, is a work of the highest 
order, and Mr. William L. Leigh depicts with 
wonderful realism the strange forms and 
marvelous color effects of the Grand Canyon 
of the Colorado. Arthur J. E. Powell inter- 
prets with particuiar skill the grand scenery 
of Glacier park. his two works “St. Mary’s 
Lake,” and “Grinnell Lake and Glacier,” 
being especially noteworthy. 

Other works of particular note which can 
not be described in detail are: “Grand Can- 
von of the Colorado,” “Grand Canyon of the 
Arizona on the Santa Fe,” and “A Rocky 
Mountain Solifude,” by Moran; “Whyte's 
Lake, Estes Park, Colorado,” by Bierstadt:

Athens, Ga., February 10.—(Special.) 
The best debaters in the University

A great many towns make a very serious mistake when they put domes- 
tic science in their schools, since thev introduce it into the high schools 
alone. It is good for the high school pupils to be taught this subject, most 
of them need it more or less—and yet it is rather “locking the stable door 
after the borse bas been stolen,’ and this for two reasons: 

First of all, such a very small number ever attend high school, so that 
comparatively few of our school children benefit by the domestic sctence 
there introduced.

Meetings are held twice a month, and 
the morning is devoted to the study of 
a prescribed textbook un@er the leader- 
ship of a member of the class. A chair- 
man has charge of all other business. 

Perhaps the most interesting work 
the class has done has been the dem- 
onstration meals which are given four 
times a year, including a breakfast, a 
luncheon, a dinner and @ supper, given 
on separate occasions. A committe has 
charge of each meal, is allowed a min- 
imum sum to be expended on the given 
meal which is then planned accord- 
ingly. It must also conform to the 
principles of a well-balanced meal and 
other . scientific requirements, and be 
attractively served. These demonstra- 
tions have been a wonderful revelation. 
When one of these meals appeared in 
print the chairman in charge had a note 
from an outsider asking whether it 
was a joke. If not, what was it? I: 
sounded €o0o0 good to be true. This is 
art and science reduced to a practical 
working basis. It helps to make a 
little go a lo way and is a good solu- 
tion of the high cost of living. And 
that is no joke either.

CAMILLA STUDY CLUB. 

The Camilla Study club has been 
busv since September, the beginning of 
the club year, studying ““Ten* Historical 
American Cities,” and “The Royal 
Houses of Kurope.* The program al- 
ready carried out have proven very in- 
structive and interesting. As the prime 
wim of this club is individual study and 
collective dispensation, we do not feel 
ourselves distinetly selfish. [ach of 
the nineteen members takes a personal 
pride in preparing the papers assign- 
ed, and all enter heartily into the gen- 
eral discussions. For the past two 
vears this club has been interested in 
the rural county schools, and has sent 
out books, maps and magazines. In 
this way we are making a beginning to 
stab illiteracy, by permitting the 
school children to carry these books, 
etc., into their homes.

Women of America and Japan 


Mutual understanding and good will 
bet'ween the women in this country and 


,;tant bearing upon the coming 


women in Japan may have an impor- 
inter- 
national relations between their coun- 
tries. In this connection a recent in- 
terchange of courtesies becomes of in- 
terest. 

Many will recall the occasion of the 
presentation of the flag of Japan as a 
sift from Marchioness Okuma, at the 
time of the Francisco biennial in 
1912. In return, a small flag and a 
picture of Mrs. Philip N. Moore, then 
president of the G. F. W. C., was sent 
to the Marchioness with the promise 
that a larger one would be sent later. 

August 10, 1916, at a reception ten- 
dered Miss Nichi Kawai by the Y. W. 
Cc. A,, at the Fairmont hotel, San Fran- 
cisco, there was handed to Miss Kawai 
a large silk flag to be presented 
through the Tokyo Women’s club to the 
Marchioness Okuma. The Tokyo Wom- 
en's club, through its corresponding 
secretary, advises that the flag was 
presented privately to the Marchioness 
by their president and Miss Kawai, as 
the Marchioness was unable to be 
present at their October meeting. 

Mrs. Nitohe’s Letter. 

Under date of November 25, Mrs. 
Nitobe writes as follows: “This letter, 
written by the Marchioness Okuma, in 
very real appreciation of the beauti- 
ful flag sent to her by the Federated 
Women’s clubs, is a veritable poem in 
form and expression. The paper, the 
folding, the diction, the hand writing— 
even the conventional postscript—are 
perfect in their way and according to 
old court etiquette. And yet I have 
to send you this simple translation. 
The Honorific style ‘would seem out of 
place and effusive in Icnglish. 

“Glad as I am to do what I can for 
Marchioness Okuma, it is positively 
painful to send you anything so inade-

A Book for 
Children. 


“Fairy Gold,” by Katharine Lee 
Bates, a book of verse for children. 
(E. P. Dutton & Co. $1.50.) 


For more than twenty years Kath- 
arine Lee Bates, while professor of 
English literature at Wellesley col- 
lege, has produced college texts Of un- 
usual distinction, several books of 
travel, translations from the Spanish, 
more than one volume of poetry, be- 
sides being a frequent contributor to 
our best periodicals. Her latest work 
is a book of verse for children, which 
is receiving favorable comment in the 
various reviews. : 

Miss Bates’ wide and accurtate schol- 
arship is in evidence in all she does, 
great or small, enriching her work but 
never spoiling its appeal even to the 
unlearned: evident also is the deftness 
of a finished artistry, delightful to an 
exacting taste; but more fundamental 
than these are her human sympathy, 
her frolic humor, and a piety too pro- 
found for self-assertion, but pervasive 
as the sunlight. 

So in these poems for children we find 
the same delicate workmanship and 
scholarly allusion, but for the real 
foundation of their successful appeal, 
the tender understanding of childhood, 
its fancies and fears and interests, and 
an intimate and loving acquaintance 
with the natural world, bird and beast, 
sky and flower, the snowstorm and the 
spider’s web, the lichen on the syca- 
more and the splendor of the Alps; yet 
all sweetly fashioned to the childish 
grasp. 

The book begins with a play, easily 
staged and easily acted, and, for all its 
fine literary quality, thoroughly at- 
tractive to a child's taste. Succeeding 
the little drama. are poems of Christ- 
mas, of vacation, of flowers, fur and 
feathers, and fairies, finally of little 
children themselves, not forgetting the 
nonsense verses with their “dolorous 
dolphins” and “clamorous clams.” 

The volume will be a choice addition 
to any school library, and deserves a 
place on the child’s own shelf of be- 
loved treasures.

Announce Southern Tour 


The coming to Atlanta of the Wash- 
ington Square Players of New York is 
an event as ambitious on the part of 
the Atlanta Drama league as is the pur- 
pose of the Washington players them- 
selves. 

This group of talented players, play- 
wrights and producers stands in the 
highest form of the drama, as the 
drama. expresses itself in countries. 
The old English and old French plays 
have been produced. Several Russian 
plays have been given. Maurice Mae- 
terlinck is a favorite with the players, 
and the latest addition to their reper- 
toire is a Japanese play entitled ‘Bu- 
shido.” 

“Bushido” will be one of the plays 
included in the Atlenta engagement of 
the players. 

Extracts from the play were read and 
interpreted by the Friday Morning 
Reading club of Atlanta at their last 
meeting and many of the qualities of 
the Japanese idea of art in the drama 
were set forth. 

Praise From Current Opinion. 

Discussed under the head of “Mu- 
sic and Drama” in Current Opinion of 
this month the editor explains that 
the Washington Square players pre- 
sent an exalted drama of loyalty and 
self-sacrifice. 

“Bushido,” it is explained to the au- 
dience, is the Japanese term signifying 
loyalty to the liege-lord, considered in 
Japan one of the most important of 
virtues. 

“The choice of the theme is char- 
acteristic,’’ the editor continues in 
quoting from Mr. Marcus, the well- 
known critic and translator: 

“Against a background of truly Jap-

anese treachery and cruelty, we see an 
act of uncompromising fidelity that 
grudges no sacrifice, however immense, 
however bitter it may be.”’

Joyless Drama. 

However, the American audience is 
growing accustomed to the spirit of the 
jJoyless drama. 

Intelligent audiences have been 
schooled to understand and appreciate 
Ibsen, Maeterlinck and the Russian 
dramatists. 

In Stephen Graham's illuminating 
story of Russia, the book entitled ‘The 
Way of Martha and the Way of Mary.” 
he gives a vivid picture of the Russian 
national theater and the form of drama 
there. The “favorite” themes in the 
“popular” drama i0personifies “Fam- 
ine,” “Disease,” “Crime,” Poverty and 
Death.” 

There is nothing cheerful in the Hin- | 
doo drama, so brilliantly discussed here 


several years ago by the scholarly Dr. 
William Norman Guthrie. Many have 
discussed and few have understood the

Our Gruésome Plays. 

But when it comes to cheerlessness 
and hopelessness and gruesomeness, 
there have recently been countenanced, 
yes—liberally patronized—a number of 
Plays by both English and American 
Playwrights, which have had all the 
hopelessness of theme imaginable, with 
no art as a saving grace, and frightful 
errors of technique. 

As a shining example of this is the 
Play in which Robert Edeson, the tal- 
ented actor, starred here last week, the 
Play entitled “Am I My Brother's Keep- 
er?” The “dominant notes” of the DPiay, 
as the critics would say, were degen- 
eracy, the malpractice of a country 
physician, and illegitimacy. 

Could the Russian dramatist beat 
that? True, there was fine opportuni- 
ty for ‘Edeson as the hero of the play, 


not only to interpret well the noble 
character of a physician, but to deliver 


an excellent oration on professional 
ethics, under crucial test. 

For that reason the play might be 
suggested as a good one all medical 
students should see, had not the noble 
physician pleading his case of ethics 
proven himself glaringly ignorant of 
another very important branch of the 
profession, 

Mr. Edeson’s performance and that 
of his players was intensely realistic, 
which made it all the worse, when a 
few minutes after the birth of a poor 
little baby, the latter in the arms of 
& vigorous-voiced nurse, was brought 
down the stairs and whisked around, ita 
face turned up straight to the light. 
The nurse walked about with the baby 
in her arms; adjusted a very confused 
Situation in the household where a 
group of gossiping people were con- 
cerned. She gave orders to a loqua- 
cious little housemaid; snubbed an ‘In- 
quisitive relative, told the noble doctor 
certain incidents about the patient he 
could have read on the chart upstairs 
where he should have been, and inei- 
dentally she was encouraging the bold- 
ly expressed compliments of a genial 
Irishman—a friend—who had no earth- 
ly business in the house just at that 
time! The consequence was, the last 
act of the play, which was to show the 
triumph of professional ethics, came 
very near ending with a protest from 
the audience, from members of the 
Mothers’ congress, and better baby ad- 
vocates. They were audible in their 
protest: “Send the nurse and child 
upstairs; put the community outside:

But perhaps the opinion of men of 
brains and judgment relative to the 
Everglades and the construction of 
the Tamiami trail, are best summed 
up in the words of W. S. Witham, the 
Atlanta banker, who identified himself 


five years ago with Miami’s interests 


and future and who now owns much 
Valuable property in that city. 

“While deep water for Miami will be 
of the greatest benefit and decrease 
freight rates 60 to 80 per cent, in the 
building of the Tamiami trail the J. B. 
McCrary Engineering corporation, of 
Atlanta, are benefators to southern 
Florida second only to the late. Henry 
M. Flagler,” Mr. Witham said when re- 
quested to make a statement relative 
to his views of this great work. 


‘In the opening up of this road,” he 
continued, ‘100,000 5 to 10-acre farms 
will be thrown open to mankind, 
whereby farming may be engaged in 
with no fertilizer. These farms, will 
be the richest in the world. 

“In the near future these farmers 
will be able to float their product down 
the eanal to the city of Miami at abso- 
lutely no cost,to the producer,” he 
added. 


Turning his attention to the highway 
itself, Mr.:Witham said, “It is one of 
the most wonderful highways as well 
as one of the best constructed.” 

The J. B. McCrary company’s con- 
tract for the Dade county end of the 


Miami-Marco division of the Tamiami 
trail is for approximately a quarter 
million dollars, and the Lee county 
end on the gulf coast, for which the 
same company has a contract, will call 


a million dollars. : 

This company has contracted for 
$5,000,000 of the $12,000,000 worth’ of 
road work being done in Florida, for 
which the bonds have been voted with- 
in the past year and a half. 
PROPOSE TRANS-STATE 
HIGHWAY. * 

Somewhat over a year ago, when at 
a meeting of the Central Florida High- 
way association in Orlando, D. C. Gil- 
lett, mayor of Tampa, proposed tkat a 
trans-state road be built everyone fell 
in with the proposition, for it was 
something the southern end of the 
state had been wanting for many 
years. 

In a letter to George A. Paddock, 
then secretary of the Miami Chamber 
of Commerce, Mr. Gillett suggested that 
if such a road. were built it be given 
the name “Tamiam.”. 


Mr. Paddock is somewhat poetical as

well as practical and added another “i 
to the word and then tacked on the 
trail, believing this would have a more 
musical sound than the original 
Tamiam, and thus the name had its 
origin. ‘‘Tam,” the first three letters 
of Tampa, and “iami,’” the last four 
letters of Miami, make the word 
Tamiami. 


Both Dade and Lee counties at once 
fell in with the plan to construct a 
trans-state road, Dade taking the 
initiative. The Miami Chamber of 
Commerce appointed a: committee 
know as the Tamiami Trail commis- 
ston, composed of Locke T. Highley- 
man, Eugene C. Stahl and W. T. Car- 
ter, to take up the question with the 
west coast county. 

Immediately the couhty commission- 
ers appointed a committee which they 
designated the Miami-Marco road and 
canal commission, to arrange with Lee 
county on the opposite side of the pen- 
insula from Dade, all questions per- 
taining to the construction of their part 
of the Tamiami trail. This committee 
was composed of J. F. Jaudon, R. E. 
McDonald and Mr. Highleyman. 


Other counties along the west coast 
had arranged to build a road down the 
coast, and Lee also had voted bonds 
for this work before the idea of build- 
ing the cross-state road was born. 
VOTED TWO-TO-ONE 
IN FAVOR OF BONDS. : 

When the issue of voting the bonds 
for the highway was placed before the 


voters of Dade county they voted two 
to one in favor of the project, although 
there was a determined opposition in 
some quarters, particularly certain real 
estate corporators who feared their own 
holdings elsewhere would be affected. 

Lee county soon followed in Dade’s 
foosteps and voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of Duiding the trans-state road. 

The work of making the survey for 
the Date county part of the highway 
was a task that at least one person, 
Hobart Crabtree, county engineer, will 
long remember, for he spent several] 
weeks in the wild and pest-infested 
country, wading by day and sleeping 
in a small canoe at night. There were 
eight other men with him assisting in 
locating the lines so that’ contracting 


companies could bid intelligently on the 
work to be done. When they returned 
from their stay in the “Glades” their 
appearance was pitiful. 

When the contract was awarded to 
the McCrary company to build Dade 
county’s 37% miles of highway through 


was to be done was one to which the 
company’s engineers gave a great deal 
of thought, since they and everyone 
else realized that road-building in this 
section would be vastly different from 
anything previously encountered. 

Eight miles west of Miami at the end 
of what is known as the Twentieth 
street extension, the Tamiami trail had 
its beginning. At first men and wheel- 
barrows were @mployed, but this was 
only to build out to a point where it 
would be possible for the dredges then 
contemplated to be erected. It was 
necessary to build the dredges where 
they would float easily. 

As soon as the two machines were 
constructed it was seen that thé prob- 
lem was solved, and road-building in 
the swamps of south Florida became 
merely a matter of detail. 

CORAL FORMATION 
FURNISHES TOP SURFACE. 

Underneath the muck and mar! soil 
at a depth of 2 to 20 feet is a stone of 
coral formation said by some to be 
oolitic rock, and in some places this 
stone crops out at the surface of the 
ground. When crushed and rolled on 
the roads it forms a low grade natural 
cement, and is the material used for 
the construction of Dade county’s high- 
ways. It is the material with which 
the Tamiami trail, or rather Dade 
county’s part of it, is being made. 


county’s commissioners to top-surface 
this highway with an asphaltic treat- 
ment of about 75 per cent asphalt and 
25 per cen oil, similar to the sub- 
stance used on the principal county 
roads where traffic is heavy. 

It was necessary in constructing the 
dredges that both be of as light draft 
as possible, as the company’s contract 
requires the canal to be only as deep 
as necessary to obtain a sufficient 
amount of material for the roadbed. 

For practically the entire distance 
of thirty seven and a half miles, the 
rock lies close to the surface, but, as 
there is a layer of muck on top, it is 
necessary to place this to one side so 
that as little foreign matter shall be 
mixed with the rock as possible. 

For this reason the light excavator 
goes ahead, cutting a channel and 
throwing the muck to the right, or 
north, side of the canal it makes. The 
dipper dredge follows and builds up a 
roadbed of mar! and rock. 

ROAD WILL BE OPENED 
IN JANUARY, 1918. 

After the fill is thus thrown up, the 
road crew levels the road to a sub- 
grade of 6 inches above the true grade. 
The road is then scarified, graded and 
rolled down to the true grade, the 6 
inches extra being to allow for set- 
tling. 

It is believed that when this road is 
opened to the public in January, 1918,

Evolution of the Cash Register. 
(B. C. Forbes in Leslie’s.) 

There were no cash registers when 
John Henry Patterson was born—De- 
cember 13, 1844. His forebears were 
Scotch-Irish, the first. to come to 
America (about 1728) being his great- 
grandfather, whose son fought as a 
colonel in the revolutionary war, found- 
ed the city of Lexington, Ky., became 
one of the three original owners of the 
land now covered by Cincinnati, and 
finally located on a 2,000-acre farm, 
near Dayton. Here John Henry was 
born, almost on the spot now occupied 
by the National Cash Register com- 
pany. As a lad, one of eight children, 
he had to work hard on the farm. He 
received a good education, first in the 
Dayton schools and later at Miami uni- 
versity and Dartmouth college, where 
he graduated B. A. in 1867, having pre- 
viously served in the civil war as a 
hundred day man, although then only 
a stripling. 

Farm labor did not appeal to the 
Bachelor of Arts. Commerce appealed 
to him most, but he could not pick 
and choose jobs. Collecting tolls on 
the Miami and Erie canal, on duty night 
and day, Sundays and holidays, was 
the best he was able to land. This, 


however, was not commerce. He want- 
ed to buy and sell things. Having 
saved a jittle money, he succeeded in 
borrowing a little more and set up as 
a retail coal dealer in Dayton. From 
selling coal he gravitated to mining 


‘coal and iron ore, in partnership with 


his brother, Frank, in Jackson county, 
some 80 miles from Dayton. 

To enable their miners to obtain sup- 
plies, the Pattersons, in conjunction 
with two other mining concerns, opened 
a store. Business was plentiful but 
profits were nil. At the end of two 
years the store had not netted a cent 
notwithstanding that all goods were 
supposed to be sold on @ reasonable

Hearing that a merchant in Dayton 
had invented a contrivance to keep a 
record of all sales, Mr. Patterson im- 
mediately telegraphed for two of the 
novel machines. The idea of the cash 
register had taken birth in 1879, in the 
brain of Jacob Ritty, a Dayton merch- 
ant who, suffering from a breakdown 
due to overwork and worry in attempt- 
ing to keep tabs on the details ‘of his 
business, had started on a voyage to 
Europe. While in the engine room of 
the ship one day, he noticed a device 
that recorded the number of revolu- 
tions of the propeller shaft. Why not 
construct a machine that would re- 
cord each coin put in thé till? Hurry- 
ing back, he set to work with his 
brother, a skilled mechanic, and evived 
the first cash register. 

Mr. Patterson's was the first order 
filled. Crude and clumsy though it 
was the machine immediately turned 
the store’s loss into a substantial profit. 
Mr. Patterson’s . commercial instinct 


}told him that the new invention had 


unlimited possibilities. “What is good 
for our store is good for every store in 
the world,” he told himself. -At the 
first opportunity he went to Dayton, 
investigated the situation thoroughly 
and, although only a few machines had 
been turned out, he was so certain of 
the outlook that in 1884, he bought out 
the Ritty -business and changed the 
name from the National Manufacturing 
campany to the National Cash Register 
company,

HE devotees of the new “natur-

In the first volume 
of The Journal! of Francis Asbury, pase 
276, is the following: “We rode to Bal- 
timore, where we met a few preachers, 
tt was agreed to form ourselves into 
an Episcopal church, and to have su- 
perintendents, elders and deacons When 
the conference was seated Dr. Coke and 
myself were unanimously elected tq 
the superintendency of the church, and 
my ordination followed, having been 
first made deacon, and elder. 7

Beans. 


Beans are the most generally plant- 
ed, most valuable from a food ‘stand- 
point and easiest grown. The several 
general classes of beans should all be 
grown and if trouble is taken to save 
the matured ones dry, a great saving 
is made in winter food supply and the 
finer, more delicate flavor in compari- 
s0n with cowpeas makes them far more 
to be desired. 

First on the bean list comes the 
early bush or bunch varieties. It is 
the custom around Atlanta to make 
first peaatinee on “Good Friday,” just 

receding Haster. Make rows 18 to 20 
nches my opening up a drill about 
two inches deep, drop a bean every 
three or four inches, cover tw jevel of 
Surface and firm the soil. Ag beans 
come up, draw earth toward them in 
cultivating. 

Wax beans are not favorites here, 
owing to their tendency to “rust.” Of 
the green-podded sorts the two great 
favorites are the Stringless Green pod 
and Extra Harly Red Valentine. The 
Stringless Green pod is a heavy bearer 
and especially fine flavored, and the 
comparative absence of “strings” will 
commend it to all who don't like to 
spend time pulling “strings” out of 
their mouths at meal times. 

These varieties mature in six or 
seven weeks, according to weather, 
and if kept closely picked and bean 
pods not allowed to get too old the 
plants will stay in good bearing sev- 
eral weeks. To insure this, continued 
growth must be kept going by fre- 
quent cultivation. The safest way to 
insure continuous supply for an ordi- 
nary family is to plant one pint of seed 
every month. This will make a row 
75 to 100 feet long and on good soil, 
well cultivated, will give continuous 
supply. —

It has very thick flesh, ab- 
solutely free from pungency and can 
be eaten raw like an apple. This is 
also used for stuffing and baking as 
well as a salad. 

Some of the hot varieties are always 
useful to have around for flavoring 
either fresh or dried for winter use. it 
is better, however, to have the sweet 
and hot varieties on opposite sides of 
the garden, for if too close together 
“mixung” is liable to occur, with un- 
fortunate results to the sweet varie- 
ties. Of the hot varieties Red Chili 
and Red Cluster are best of the small 
types, Long Cayenne of the larger pod- 
ded types. Peppers, if kept well culti- 
vated and fairiy closely picked, will 
continue to bear all summer and fall. 

Spinach. 

While spinach is looked on as a fall, 
winter and earliest spring vegetable,

Tomatoes. 

The tomato is one of the best, most 
generally eaten and easiest grown of 
all the vegetables, and with a little care 
a continuous supply can be had in this 
latitude from June until nearly Christ- 
mas, along with a generous supply for 
canning for winter and spring use. 

‘Tomato seed should be started in 
sheltered beds or boxes about March 
1, and good-sized plants set in open 
as soon aS danger of frost is past. 
Plants should not be grown too thickly 
or else they become too spindly or 
“long-legged.” 

in setting in open ground, we pre- 
fer them about three feet apart each 
way, and in setting out only let the 
top leaves stick out of the ground. As 
the plants get some size, all varicties 
except Dwraf Champion should be stak- 
ed or trellised to keep the fruite off 
the — and free from rot and sun- 
scalding. 


Like many other kinds of vegeta- 
bles, there are carly, medium and late 
Varieties and some of each should be 
planted to insure a stéady supply. Out 
of the many varieties our personal 
preference for a succession is Extra 
Karly Prolific, Redfield Beauty for sec- 
ond early, and either Red Rock or 
Stone for late use and canning. 

Wihile Acme is a very Old and much 
planted sort, it is one of the worst to 
split and rot, and Redfield Beauty will 
be found much preferable. I[n sections 
of country badly infested with “blight” 
the Duke of York and _ Livingston 
Globe, while not nearly as good geen 
are resistant to blight and will grow 
where other varieties completely fail. 

Just a word about “tomato blight,” 
a fungous disease that attacks tomato 
plants and starts them dying back 
about the time they begin to bloom. 
This disease is prevalent in old garden 
soil in many parts of the south. There 
is no known remedy other than plant- 
ing these resistant varieties or else 
planting on fresh soil that has not had 
either tomato, pepper or eggplant 
growing on it for several years. 

Neither should the same tools be used, 
plows, hoes or rakes, that have been 
used in the old garden ground, unless 
dipped thoroughly in boiling water be- 
fore being taken to new ground and 
used. The disease is easily carried in 
soil sticking to the tools. 

Naturally some may ask about the 
Ponderosa or Beef Tomato. It 
is a magnificent, extra lirge, late va- 
riety that will give enormous, fine 
flavored tomatoes, provided you nurse 
it along like a baby, but ordinary gar- 
den culture such as most folks _— 
tomatoes will disappoint you in Pon- 
derosa. 

This completes the list of the more 
tender varieties with the exception of 
what are generally termed among seeds- 
men as the “vine crops,” such as cucum- 
bers, cantaloupes, watermelons, pump- 
kins and squash. The culture of these 
varieties will be taken wp in the next 
article of this series.

There are certain steps in the fox 
trot whici are very commonly used by 
all good dancers. Unless. one is famil- 
iar with these variations it is difficult 
to understand why thev are easier than 
the variations of the one-step. The new- 
est beginners should be able to master 
them from the description. 

The Fox Trot. 


The walking steps are generally used 
to begin the dance, and also between 
fizures: they should be asdong as pos- 
sible without bending the knees. Each 
step is given two counts of the music. 
The wxentleman, starting forward 
his left foot, should always 
even number of walking ateps 
four to eight steps——so that the left 
foot will be free to begin the next step. 

The sliding or two-step is the most 
popular In the fox trot. The best way 
to learn the two-step is to master 
single-steps first as the two-step 
merely two slides The heginner 
use the sequence of steps as 
described here, but after the dance 
has been learned, the steps can be 
used in anv order, taking about four 
walking steps between figures, 

In the slide, or two-step, the slides 
are taken sideways. When going to 
the gentleman's left (the lady slides 
to her right) his left foot is nointed 
toward the direction that he is advanc- 
ing. After taking a step to the side 
with his left foot, the right foot is 
drawn up to the left; the toe of the 
right foot almost touching the heel of 
the left. 

The lady's part is exactly the same 
when sliding to her left, but when going 
to the right her right foot is pointed 
toward the line of direction and the 
toe of her left foot is brought up to 
the heel of her right. 

After walking about four steps for- 
ward, the gentleman slides four times 
to his left; at the end of the fourth 
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slide step, he turns on his left foot to 
his right and continues sliding four 
more times with his right foot to his 
right. The lady begins the four slide 
steps with her right foot. On the last 
slide she turns on her right foot to- 
ward her right and starts the four 
slides to her left with her left foot. A 
half circle is made on the turn. 


After the four slides have neen mas- 
tered, it is a very simple matter to 
do the two-step. he gentleman walks 
four steps again and en slides to his 
left, but instead of fodr slides, he takes 
but two, and turns to his right on the 
second glide (left foot) and then slides 
twice more with his right foot to his 
right.

For even though it 
may not succumb to the many diseases 
to which it is —e at this time it 
may become crippled either mentally 
or physically and therefore not have 
the equal opportunity later in life 
which every child should have guar- 
anteed it in so far as is humanly pos- 
sible.

The musical svccess of the winter is un- 
doubtedly Tamaki Miura, the tiny Japanese 
prima donna of the Boston National Grand 
Opera Company, whose singing of “Madame 
Butterfly” and “Iris” has given New York, 
for the first time, an opportunity to see how 
a Japanese woman would interpret these

Ruth St. Denis, dedicated for years to 
the dances of India, has added a Cherry 
Blossom dance to her repertory, and many 
persons consider it the-most beautiful of all 
her poems in flesh. 

Every year some-foreign nation invades 
New York by the beauty of its women and 
the power of its art. Last year, of course, it 
was Russia that enslaved us. If you did 
not go nightly to the Russian ballet, carry a 
volume of Dostolevsky in your pocket and 
have a wife or a best girl who wore noth- 
ing but Russian blouses you were an out- 
cast, an Ishmael of the arts. 

But never has the city been owne’ so 
completely as it is possessed at this mo 
ment by the little brown men and women 
of Japan. The “Prussians of the East’ 
have gone about the business of our sub- 
jugation with a thoroughness which proves 
them worthy of that descriptive phrase. 
One year ago all the average Broadway 
theater-coer knew of the land of cherry 
blossoms was contained in the word 
“kimono.” Japanese literature was a closed 
book. Japanese art, limited to the collec- 
tion of color prints, was the hobby of a 
chosen few. But today an old print by Ho 
,kusai or a landscape by Hiroshige has be- 
come a favorite wedding gift. 

“After all,” said the wife of a theatrical 
manager last week as she surveyed a pale 
group of half-obliterated geishas mounted 
on old gold and framed in lacquer, which 
she was about to send to a star who was 
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Ruth St. Denis, who has been wedded to the art of the Hindu dance, now 
wears a flowered kimono in her cherry blossom dance and holds sprays 
of the lovely blossoms in her hand as she whirls about the stage. 


getting married for the fourth time—"“after 
all a Japanese print makes the best wed- 
ding present. For people have to pretend 
they like it eyen if they, don’t. And only 
the collectors have any idea what it costs.” 

On birthdays and other festivals the 
young man. who knows what he is about 
sends a basket of Japanese preserved fruits 
instead of the ordinary candy of commerce 
to the girl of his heart. Or if she is 
“doggy”—and few fashionable girls are not 
—he thinks twice before offering her a 


Peke or a Chow, once the gifts among 
canines, and sometimes winds up by taking 
her a Japanese spaniel guaranteed by en- 
thusiastic fanciers te be quite as imbecile 
and even more asthmatic than a Peke. 
There is no doubt at all that the Japa- 
nese invasion of New Yerk began with 
Tamaki Miura, its own Joan of Arc. Mme. 
Miura was the first of the army of Japanese 
to arrive here last year, and while Dr. 
Miura, her scholarly husband, settled down 
at Columbia University to do special re 


search work, she- proceeded to-sing her way 
into the heart of America, and had made 
one tour of the country before ‘her recent 
appearance here as Madame Butterfly and 
in “Iris.” 

Like other wise conquerors, Tamaki 
Miura has set herself to win the hearts of a 
subject people, and she professes to find 
much to admire and even to imitate in 
American customs. 

Of all our strange occidental customs 
she admits that she prefers the kiss. Mme. 
Miura, who speaks English quaintly, makes 
two syllables of that delightful pastime— 
to kee-ces. 

“T like to kee-ees,” she says. “I kee-ces 
American ladies and American babies. 
Japanese gentlemen do not Keeees. I am 
so sorry Dr. Miura—my husband—says to 
kee-ees is fullish He not like it. But I 
wee-esh he would learn to kee-ees.” 

The little prima donna has proclaimed 
publicly that she will initiate the land of 
the cherry blossom in the American pastime 
of the “kee-ees” when she returns to her 
native land. 

“IT must go back to Japan .to see my 
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mother,” sald the Japanese Joan of Arc. 
“She keeps my house for me and all my 
cats—little, poor cats that I take home from 
the street—and my dog, named Ping-Pong. 
I call him that because he jumps up and 
down all the time When I return to 
Japan”—the little prima donna calls it Jap- 
pan, with the accent on the first syllable— 
“I teach all my friends to kee-ees.” 

Once a fellow singer of Tamaki Miura 
in the royal opera at Tokio, Michio Itow, 
producer of the play “Bushido,” has become 
the favorite dancer of New York society. 
Itow reached New York via London, where 
he appeared in the home of the Asquiths 
of Lady Cunard, Lady Paget and Lady 
Islington. , 

The dances which Itow has given in 
New York drawing-roms are called “The 
Spirit of Wine”—a symbol of happiness. “I 
dance this in the character of a young boy 
with hair as red as blood, with a wine cup 
held in my hand,” Itow explains. “Then I 
have a fox dance, in which a fox comes out 
of his hole when the sun is shining bril- 
Hantly, and is so rejoiced by the light that 
he dances till he falls dead.”

Itow, who introduced the fox dance, is 
the stage manager of “Bushido,” the sensa- 
tional success of the Washington Square 
Players. “Bushido” is a tragedy of the 
most unrelieved sort. A little boy, the son 
of a deposed chancellor, is hunted by his 
father’s enemies. The child is a pupil of 
Genzo, a schoolmaster. in whose tranquil 
schoolroom the drama of doom is carried 
out. Guards arrive to demand the life of 
the child, and his surrender is averted by 
the sacrifice of ‘the child of a Japanese 
nobleman, who is mistaken for the victim. 
The father consents to the beheading of his 
child that the chancellor’s son may be 
saved. The demand for the boy is ap 
peased, therefore, and the little schoolroom 
is left in peace and tranquillity. 

Within the last five years the Mikado 
of Japan sent a present of cherry trees to 
the City of New York, which were planted 
and forgotten in Central Park. Nobody 
knows whether the trees are alive or not. 
But cherry trees planted by artists have 
more vitality. That is why cherry blow 
soms are in bloom on Broadway.
